E. F. S ear­ 
ing. efficient secretary and treasurer, 
writes a record of material work well 
performed. 
He says 
"A nsw erin g your injury of Dec. 
16, would say th at Mankato's esti­ 
mated population is 13,000. 
Our 
Commercial club does 
not 
have a 
budget. 
The present m em bership is 
about 300, and the an n u a l dues $10. 
The mem bership is so large for a 
city this size th at the gain is only in 
proportion to the growth of the city. 
''Oa. of the business and profession­ 
al men are members, also a few re 
tired business men. 
While we have 
signed up a n u m b e r of new 
m em ­ 
bers during the year, possibly forty, 
our net gain is not much. 
The secretary is paid $ H5 a m onth 
for giving all of his time tha t is 
needed to the club. 
The club also 
pays $8 a month office rent and $6 a 
year for lights. 
These are all of the 
fixed charges. 
Having 
no 
serial 
rooms, no reading m a tte r is subs* rib 
ed for. 
The club gets out consider­ 
able advertising. In the form of book 
lets and fold* rs. etc., but the cost is 
not so great, as the hooklets h a v e 
already paid for themselves in sales 
and donations for cuts. 
M ankato has gained several fa*- 
tories during th e year and on** or 
two d istributing houses, 
Some e n d 
It is due th e club for some of these 
accomplishments, but not all. 
The 
publicity work of the d u b may have 
helped to b ring them all. 
Our club 
did a lot of work helping to get one of 
o ur present 
factories financed and 
enlarged, so that 
it 
now 
employs 
many more men. 
It has also done a 
lot of good roads work, aiding finan­ 
cially and boosting for the Improve 
ent of roads leading in to the < tty. 
It has done a lot of publicity work, 
and hacked a ‘Know Blue Kart Ii Conn 
ly 
B etter’ automobile to ur around 
the county this year. 
The club's treasury

paid

viously made in paying the moving 
expenses of a factory that had here­ 
tofore located in th** city.
